DUBLIN. 


' Hard fighting baa been resumed in 
tbe vicinity of Dead Man Hill on the 
Verdun front, the Germans making 
another attempt to dislodge the 
French from positions on the alope 
of the hill, the character ot which on 
May 10 was reported by tbe Paris 
war office. 
Two attacks in quick 


succession were delivered last night, 
but 
both 
were repulsed by the 


French fire, the .war office announc- 
ed today. 


Increase tn the violence

artillery fire Jn flthef sectors of tbe 
Verdun front is reported, the region 
especially subjected to the shelling 
being that between Dead Man Hill 
and the 
Avocourt wood, to 
the 


southwest. 
In the 
Douaumont-

bombardment is being continued. 


A semi-official despatch from Ber- 


lin reports the sinking in the Adri- 
atic by a hostile submarine of the

4,238 tons. The -vessel IB character-

not armed and was sunk with-

The dispatch does not state that 


• 
any passengers were on board at the 
time of the torpedoing and it seems 
probable that she was in the gov- 
ernment service as, so 
far as is 


known, no Austrian steamers have 
been engaged in passenger traffic in 
the Adriatic or elsewhere since the 
early days of the war. 


In this connection it is noted that 


in Paris a new agency despatch of 
:May 10 the sinking in the lower 
Adriatic of "an enemy transport 
laden -with war material" was an- 
nounced.

Captain Boy-Ed. Decorated With Or-

DUBLIN, ' May 12.—Premier As- 


quith arrived in Dublin "today. It Is

The situation in some parts of the 


, provinces is said to be still rather 
disturbed and it is likely that mili- 
tary control will continue In these 
districts for' some' time longer.

American note to Germany. 


Our feelings urge us to repel this 
interference 
with our 
legitimate 


methods of warfare, and tell Amer- 
ica to mind her own business, but 
considerations of policy compel us 
to subordinate patriotic seal to pa- 
triotic reason. We must be guided, 
however, not by our feelings, but by 
the coolest ju^ment. 


"We have one aim .and one duty, 


namely, to win the war; therefore, 
any policy which endangers our vic- 
tory must be avoided. - The over- 
whelming majority of expert opinion 
regards a rupture of relations with 
America as a grave peril. 


"A great mistake has been com- 


mitted in overstating the value, of 
the submarine 
campaign 
against 


England. 
Our naval experts 
no 


longer believe in tbe probability of 
reducing England to starvation and 
ruin by submarines even if the war 
lasts another two years.

TUCSON, Ariz., May 12.—Mexican 


bandits are reported to have raided 
Polaris, a mining camp, seven miles 
below Locbiol on the border, yester- 
day, driving out the American*, who 
escaped to Nogale* in automobiles 
Colonel Sage, comni«a<Uiit at No, 
gales, sent a company of infantry 
and 2O cavalrymen to guard lot-hid, 
Washington camp and other towns 
on the American side. 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, May 12.-

"• General Scott's report, which was 
in amplification of the official state- 
nent issued by the conferees at El 
Paso last night, waa transmitted to 
Secretary Lansing and also waa con- 
sidered at the cabinet meeting. Us 
contents were 
not 
disclosed, but 


there were some indications of an 
unwritten 
agreement having been 


formulated to cover co-operative ac- 
tion along the border for the pres- 
ent. 


Secretary Baker said the confer- 


ees had tried to reach a basis for a 
written agreement, but found it im- 
possible, although all Interchanges 
were 01' the most friendly character. 


It was suggested 
that 
General 


Carranza, faced by the political situ- 
ation in Mexico, waa unwilling to 
make any written agreement to 
which hig opponents could point as 
indicating a surrender of sovereign 
r.'ghts. 
Under that theory, General 


Obreson, It is understood, has given 
assurances that every possible means 


ll he employed by hit government 


to aid In the speedy extermination 
of the bandits while the formal dip- 
lomatic discussion ot the withdrawal 
suggestion proceeds.

and their 


ambulance made a record run to the 
scene of the collision. The physician 
taken along immediately after ex- 
amining the body of Long pronounc-

At the 
boarding house where he stayed it is 
known that he had done consider- 
able traveling. 
He was unmarried 


and as far as is known, had no rela- 
tives In this part of* the country. 
No funeral arrangements 
will be 


made until advice is received from 
his friends In Kenton. 


The five-passenger ear was badly 


wrecked as a result of the accident
